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(54) URINE BOrrLE TYPE PAPER DIAPER 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To reduce the labor 
of diaper replacement as much as possible, 
minimize the range of contaminating the skin with 
the urine not absorbed by an absorptive pad, and 
reduce the size so as not to by bulky. 
SOLUTION: A paper diaper is made into a bag 
having a size of enclosing genital organs. An 
absorptive pad 4 is stuck to the inside, a gather 
part 1 is formed on the part of the mouth of the 
bag to prevent the conuterflow, and a gore part 3 
for fixing the diaper position and an adhesive tape 
are attached on the upper part forming the front, 
whereby the positional dislocation by turning over 
in bed or body position change is eliminated. Thus, 
the diaper displacement which is performed many 
times in a day can be reduced to only the 
replacement of the diaper covering the genital 
organs, and this diaper has no fair of leakage from 
a clearance because of its bag shape. The 
positional dislocation by turning over in bed can be prevented by the fixing gore part 3 
and the adhesive tap, and the infection by an urine bottle can be prevented because it is 
disposable. 
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
